This orig¬ 
inal form, since much 
amended, was ratified by 
the necessary two-thirds of 
the 13 States, and came into 
being with the First Con¬ 
gress in 1789. It has long 
been the custom of Califor¬ 
nia’s Masonry to commemo¬ 
rate “Constitution D a y,” 

Sept. 17, on or near that 
date.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
ENACTING AN INTERIM 
ZONING ORDINANCE PUR¬ 
SUANT TO SECTION 65806 
OF THE GOVERNMENT 
CODE. ESTABLISHING A 
NEW “CONDITIONAL USE 
ZONE” IN THE CITY AND

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 

ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. The City Council 
does hereby find and determine 
that the amendments hereinafter 
set forth in Sections 2 and 3 
hereof have been undertaken for 
consideration, in good faith, by 
the Planning Commission of this 
City as a portion of a more 
comprehensive plan and that said 
Planning Commission is conduct¬ 
ing public hearings thereon. It is 
further found and determined 
that it is necessary to protect 
the public health, safety and 
welfare that this City enact as 
an emergency ordinance a pro¬ 
hibition against all persons from 
violating the said proposals of the 
Planning Commission, all in the 


manner and means prescribed in 
8ectlon 65806 of the Government 
Code. 

SECTION 2. New Regulations: 

PART 3.5 — “CUP” Zone 
Section 9410. “CUP” Condi¬ 
tional-Use Zone. 

Certain areas of the City are 
so located, so configurated or 
possessed of such geologic fea¬ 
tures that the residential or 
other structural use thereof, 
based upon the experience of 
past developments, is likely 
to endanger the health, safety 
and welfare of the residents 
by reason of flood, fire, subsi¬ 
dence or erosion, and for said 
reasons such areas are classi¬ 
fied herein as “Conditional- 
Use Zone,” known and desig¬ 
nated as Zone “CUP.” 

Section 9410.1. Same. Uses Per¬ 
mitted.

It shall be unlaw¬ 
ful for any person to violate the 
proposals of the Planning Com¬ 
mission as set forth in Sections 
2 and 3 hereof. 

SECTION 6. This Ordinance 
shall remain in effect until 
March 31. 1965, or until said 

amendments shall be earlier dis¬ 
posed of or enacted upon a 
permanent basis, whereupon this 
Ordinance shall lapse as though 
never adopted. 

SECTION 7. The City Council 
declares this Ordinance to be an 
urgency Ordinance, for the im¬ 
mediate enactment hereof, and 
that the same is necessary to the 
public health, safety and wel¬ 
fare, and that the prohibitions 
imposed herein shall become ef¬ 
fective at once as an emergency 
measure for the following rea¬ 
sons :
